Addendum to Advisory Action 
1 . Applicant's arguments do not overcome the listed rejections stated in Paper number 13, 
mailed February 9, 2001. 

(A) The rejections of claims 1, 2, 21, 22 and 27-29 under 35 U.S.C. 101/ 35 U.S.C. 
1 12 are maintained. Mere expression of PGAMP-1 or PGAMP-2 molecules in tissues does not 
mean effective treatment of disorders. There continues to be no objective evidence of record to 
show that these molecules can be used in the identification of cancerous tissue and as selective 
markers just for prostate cancer. Asserting that the claimed invention has strong chemical and 
structural homology to three other does not support the molecules' utility nor applicability as 
therapeutic or pharmaceutical agents. 

(B) The rejection of claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement commensurate within the scope of the 
claimed invention is maintained. Applicants have yet to identify the amino acid residues that could 
mutated, deleted or substituted that could yield polypeptides that would retain the structure and 
function in the same manner as Applicants have alleged.
